WASHINGTON — South- 
ern Methodist University 
and other private colleges in 
Texas and beyond would lose 
millions of dollars under the 
House GOP’s just-released tax 
plan, thanks to a new tax on 
those schools’ burgeoning en- 
dowments. 

Tucked on the eighth-to- 
last-page of the 429-page bill, 
the provision would apply a 
1.4 percent tax on some pri- 
vate universities’ net invest- 
ment income. 

The levy would hit colleges 
that have at least 500 stu- 
dents and assets of more than 
$100,000 per student. That 
means schools like SMU in 
University Park, Texas Chris- 
tian University in Fort Worth 
and Rice University in Hous- 
ton — all with endowments of 
$1 billion or more — would 
feel a direct impact. 

In 2014 alone, that trio 
would have taken a combined 
$6.8 million hit.
